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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE ^ 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art does not 
teach a method for adjusting cooling in a projection system comprising, in combination with the 
additionally recited elements, allowing a fan to rotate at a predetermined speed and a louver to be 
at a predetermined open rate when a system is turned on, detecting a temperature and increasing 
an open rate of said louver gradually and then increasing a rotational speed of the fan graduall 
when said temperature of the air is risen over a predetermined temperature. The prior art does 
not teach an apparatus for adjusting the cooling in a projection system comprising, in 
combination with the additionally recited elements, a fan, a louver located in the airflow and a 
plurality of freely rotated diversion plates being installed therein, a driving element used to drive 
the diversion plates to rotate, and a sensor installed between the fan and the louver .
